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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 VSC§102 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Carlson (US 
2,421,1 15). Carlson teaches an electric machine comprising: a shaft 10; and a rotor core 
mounted onto the shaft and formed of a plurality of stacked laminations 1 1 (Figs. 1&2), said rotor 
core having opposite end surfaces (Figs. 1&2) for attachment of a plate (washers) 13 and 14 in 
such a manner as to allow an axial deflection of the laminations in the area of the plate (when 
pressure of a press is released, the pressed-together laminations spring apart and exert a force on 
the washers, c.3, Unes 6-10), the plate 13/14 having a rotor core distal planar outer surface (i.e., 
washers are flat, Fig. 1 &4) and extend to an area of the shaft since they bite into shaft at region 
18 (Fig. 1; c.3, lines 5-6). Regarding claim 15, the washers have an inner diameter that bears 
upon or "bites into" the outer diameter of shaft 10 at region 18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-13 are allowed. Indicated allowable subject matter has been incorporated into 
claims 4 and 13. 

4. Claims 2-3 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. The prior art, in particular Carlson, does not teach that the 
plate has an inner diameter greater than the inner diameter of the rotor core (claim 2); or that said 
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inner diameter is greater by 2 mm (claim 3); or that plate is a sleeve having a recessed inner 
surface in confronting relationship to the core to thereby define a gap between the plate and the 
rotor core (claim 14). 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
